“The legacies have been handed 
over long ago,” said Mr. H. A. Gnell- 
ing, one of the trustees. “The doubt 
arises owing to one codicil, which 
makes it uncertain whether London 
and Middlesex should be included 
among the districts where the hos- 
pitals are to benefit. The bulk is 
undoubtedly going to Glasgow. 
which has already received more 
than £250,000.

People in 
Corsica and Nice find such de- 
mands laughable—as-indeed they 
are. They cannot be taken serious- 
ly by any well-informed person. 
If there were a resort to: the 
favourite instrument of dictators 
~—-a plebiscite—it would be impos- 
sible to find 1 per cent of the popu- 
lation, I believe, which would vote 
against France, The same is true 
of Savoy, on the borders of which 
I lived for some years. Cries of 
Monte Citorio simply do not make 
“sense, 

Why, then, “were. they ever 
launched by the Italian deputies 
and in }talian newspapers, which, 
if irresponsible, are still subject. 
ed..to- rigorous -.-Government. con-- 
trol? To me, there is only. one hy- 
pothesis which appears to.be at all 
rational. It is that the Fascist’ 
authorities, after more than two 
years of French political! emgaa 
under the Front’ Populaire ; 
which Communists and” Syndi- 
calists exercised a dominant and 
revolutionary influence, believed 
that France was about to break 
up. Currency had repeatedly un-

This new attempt was apparent- 
ly intended as a preliminary step 
to the control of the financial 
system centering on Shanghai.

China’s 
financial system,.he warned that if 
it should succeed, -it would be a 
great blow to foreign interests in 
Central China, 

Though the Japanese declare the 
capital of the, new bank to be borne 
in equal portions by Japanese banks 
and the puppet government in Cen- 
tral China, the people would never 
accept notes issued by it except un- 
der coarcion. They .knew the. facts 
too well to be deceived. ; 

The spokesman scoffed at the 
idea that foreign: banks ‘might ac- 
cept the notés or deposits of the 
new bogus bank, or have other 
transaction with it. He explained 
that for their own, as well as public 
interest, foreign banks would .con- 
tinue to support the Chinese cur- 
rency. He recalled that in Novem- 
ber, 1933, the British Government 
recognised Chinese currency as the 
only. legal curency for British trade 
in,China, . _ 

The spokesman believes that for- 
eign circles concerned. will take ap- 
propriate measures to protect their 
own interests—Central News.

DECISIVE PLAY 


By BEST BALL 
The path a golfer wants the ball 
to travel in should be definitely 
. determined before the swing gets 
underway. When the clubhead is 
‘describing its swinging arc is no — 
time to ponder over the fact that 
the objective is not clearly map- 
ped out in‘ one’s mind. Golf is a 
game that does not require quick 
decisions, but does require de- 
cisive action. Once the situation .

The head must be 
kept still during the stroke, eyes 
on the ball and the chin pointed 
back of it. Bobby Jones above 
uses this formula. He sizes up.the 
problem with no waste of time, 
soles his club back of the ball, 
gives a quick look to see that it is 
aligned correctly and then begins 
his low sweeping back-stroke. It 
was his ability to concentrate on 
this formula, hole after hole during 
four gruelling tournaments, that 
gave him his historical grand slam.
